DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-29, 31-50, 52-71, and 73-82 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-29, 31-50, 52-71, and 73-82 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As MPEP 1 21 4.04 ("Examiner Reversed," as in the case of the instant 
application, see Board decision, dated, 6/21/2010), "The examiner should never 
regard such a reversal as a challenge to make a new search to uncover other 
and better references. " 

5. Further, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest all limitations of the 
claimed invention, a system which controls ancillary medical devices, comprising: 

(a) a surgical network with an Input device, connected to said surgical 
network, which inputs a medical command; 

(b) a controller, connected to said surgical network, which receives the 
medical command and generates corresponding medical command data; 

(c) a translator, connected to said surgical network, which receives the 
medical command data via said surgical network and translates the 
medical command data; 

(d) at least one ancillary medical device, in communication with said translator 
via an ancillary network, which receives the translated medical command 
data and carries out the corresponding medical command; and

(e) a data stream, generated by at least one of said at least one ancillary 
medical devices and communicated to said translator via said ancillary 
network, with a higher bandwidth than said surgical network is capable of 
transmitting.
